case it were better to be unsettled. Tais is our great 
trouble now. On many questions men are 80 settled 
in their narrowness, or their selfishness, or in some 
party interest, that they sce only the one side of the 
great questions of couctry, society, and religion, and 
are not willing to look on the other side. But this is 
not the kind of stability that we need. We need the 
stability of the truth and the right that looks upon all 
sides, and that can atand the test of light, of principle, 
of experience. 

On, what a beautiful picture this—to see a soul thus 
journeying through the world, loving only the truth 
and right, and eaying to them, “Where thou goest I will 
go, where thou lodgest I will lodge!” What a peaceful 
rest that is which is thus settled in principle, in pur- 
pose, in God! Oh, that mankind everywhere would 
give up prejudice, give up pride, give up sin, and come 
as little children before God and heaven and the g.eat 
mysteries of life and death; come with open hearts and 
willing minds; come in prayer and obedience! Then 
would they find their ways established, and in God the 
long-lost peace and rest of childhood and home—fnd 
rest in his love and the hope of heaven.

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THE GREAT PROMISE. 

“And behold a certain lawyer stood up, and tempted 
bim, saying, Master, what ehall I do to inherit eternal life? 
He said unto him, What is written in the law? How read- 
est thou? And he answering ssid, Thou sbalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thysoul and 
with all thy strength, and with all thy mind: and thy neigh- 
boras thyself, And he said unto him, Thou hast answered 
right; thie do and thou shalt live.’ Luke 10;:25-28.. 

The question asked by the lawyer is one that is ex- 
pressive of a desire that is well-nigh uvivereal. Jt is 
one that has been asked by nearly ail persons in all the 
ages, It has aseumed various forms when asked by dif- 
ferent persone, but the idea in the mind of the q1¢8- 
tioner is always the same, At one time it is, “What 
must I do two be saved?” asked by a trembling man 
overmastered by a sense of the power of God and of 
his own danger. On another occasion it was asked by 
many who werye convioted of gross ein and desired to 
escape the consequences: “Mea and brethren, what 
shall we do?” The thought was the same in all cases, 
though the form of words differ. 

The question is the result of a belief in a fature life. 
It is natural to think that life on earth, life as we know 


not end ail, but that there is a life for man beyond the 
tomb, is one that iscommon to all men who have either

become settled in ignorance and prejadice, in which © 


it, is not all there is of life. The belief that death does’ 
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the aboriginal A merican—holds this belief in common 
with his highly civilized successor. 

The question indicates a belief that eternal life is de- 
sirable. If it were not to be desired, no questions of 
the kind would be asked. No one.would wish to know 
what must be done to obtain something that was unde- 
sirable, something that was not worth striving for. It 
is only that which we want that creates desire for acqui- 
sition in our minds, and the resultant desire to know 
how to secure it. 

The question indicates a feeling that q alification is 
needed by the questioner. “What must I do?” ex- 
presses the thought that something mustbe done. The 
imperative necessity of proper action is strongly felt 
and clearly stated. He feels that his past actions have 
brought about his present condition, and that is not a 
proper one, therefore his action mu3t be different. 
Wrong action or insction causes death; right action 
alone will secure eternal life. This is realized by the 
questioner. 

The question indicates a desire to know what the 
qualification is. He wishes to know because he desires 
to fit himeelf for that which he regards as more desir- 
able than aught else, He is anxious to know the truth 
so that he may be cet free from the fear of death by 
living in accordance with life giving truth. He feels 
that life is not inberent—it does not naturally belong 
to bim—but that it isan inheritanc>, something given 
or bestowed, and he wishes to be in a proper condition 
to receive it. He wishes to be prepared for it—todo 
all that is necessary on bis part to secure so valuabie a 
heritage. 

The motive for asking the question was, in the case 
of the lawyer, to test the knowledge of the Teacher, 
It may bave been proper or improper; we have no 
means of judging. The motive should be a sincere, 
earnest desire to know the truth, accompanied by a de- 
termination to obey the truth when learned, thus secur- 
ing eternal life. 

The qestion is of great importance, for upon the 
correct answering of it depends much of our happi- 
ness here. We may have pleasure and enjoyment, but 
there can be no true happiness unlegs we have un- 
marred hope for the future, Happiness depends quite 
as much on anticipation of what is to come as on the 
pleasant realizations of the present moment or the 
memories of a joyous past. No uncertain answer will 
suffice. We must feel sure it is right beyond a doubt, 
or there will be fear in the mind, and where fear is 
happiness can not be. 

Our condition and existence hereafter is involved. 
What a tremendous thought! Many questions only 
involve matters that are fading and transitory. An in- 
correct reply will not do much barm even if acted on. 
The evil consequences would be slight, but in this case 
eternal things are involved. This is something that is 
of the most vital interest and importance. To under- 
rate it is a very serious matter, The close connection 
between action and condition is everywhere manifest. 
Condition is the result of previous action. Sothe B.ble 
plainly teaches that condition hereafter is the inevitable 
result of life and action here. 


Oar peace of mind here is concerned. We can have 
no peace if the mind is haunted by doubt, or distracted 
by fear for the fatare. An assurance of good to come, 
of happiness in store, a feeling of security, an assur- 
ance of safety, are indispensable necessities for present 
calmness of mind. An expectation of coming evil, a 
certainty of coming ills, is no more destructive of 
present peace of mind than doubts or uncertain fore- 
bodings. 

On this matter we do not want to bein doubt. Of 
all the truths we long to know, we long the most for 
the correct reply to this question. Our longing is an 
anxious one, The answer must be one that is satisly- 
ing. It must commend itself to our reason and judg- 
ment, It must have no uncertain sound init. It must 
have no double meaning. It must be clear, easily un- 
derstood, and unmistakable, 

Bat what is eternal life that all should long for it, 
should ao anxiously inquire about, and be so willing to 
try for? Whatis life? One says, “It is not all of life 
to live.” That seems a strange expression. Its mean- 
ing seems hidden. 

Certainly life is something more than mere existence, 
Death and annihilation are far preferable to existence 
under some conditions. The hundreds and thousands 
of suicides testify that this isa trath that can not be 


denied, Existence, to be desirable, must be accompa- 





nied by that which gives satisfaction, This alone is 
life. Life is ex stence attended by gratification, satis- 
faction, happiness,and good. Eternal life is not a mere 
prolongation of existence. It is more than a mere 
continuation of life. It is more than a lengthening 
outof being. Christ came to give life more abundantly. 
The life he gives is eternal life. This is more than per- 
petual existence. It is the result of an intimate union 


which teaches anything else is not of God, nor com- 
mon sense, nor haman feeling. That which teaches 
that man by nature hates God, is insulting to the 
Most High and degrading to those who believe it. 
Love always inclines to action that pleases the loved 


one. Love is the lever that moves the universe, It is 


stronger than the lever with which Archimedes said he 
could move the world. Love is all-compelling. Yet 


with God. It is a perpetual reception of all the good | the compulsion of love always arouses desire to do, not 


that God can bestow and the individual receive. It is 
an enlargement of being, an increase of life as just 
described that will endure and grow through all eter- 
nity. 

The answer is found in the Old Testament, in Levit- 
icus 19:18: “Thou shalt not avenge or bear any grudge 
against the children of thy people, but thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself.” Deut, 6:45: “Hear, O Israel, 
the Lord our God isone Lord. And thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thine heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with ali thy might.” 

It is indorsed in the most emphatic manner by Jesus 
Ohrist. He makes no additions, but cays, “This do and 
thou shalt live.” This is clear and unmistakable. No 
one has a right to impose any other or any additional 
condition. No one has a right to say that except some 
other condition is complied with there is no promise. 
Let men beware how they lay burdens where the Lord 
imposed none, or make ritual es:ential where the Sav- 


‘jor declared love alone was required. 


The conditions are eternal, unchangeable, and can be 
complied with by all. They are like their Author, 
God, in their eternal and unchangeable character. 
Christ sanctions and declares true the teachings of 
Mcses and the prophets. The spirit of religion is con- 
stant and never changing. Rites, ceremonies, and ob- 
servances may change or pass away altogether; they 
are all temporal; they serve a purpose; they represent 
or remind of spiritual truth. If they fail to do this 
they avail nothing for man, for whom alone they were 
designed. If spiritual truth is apprehended, remem- 
bered, and lived in accordance with, ritual is unneces- 
sary. Circumstances may preclude observances; but 
love is of the heart, and may and should be always 
there. 

The conditions are two-fold. 

1. Complete love for God. Love that affects our 
whole nature and permeates every fiber of our being. 
Love that takes possession of our inmost soul, and 
working thence outwardly, becomes all-consuming. 

2, Love for man that is as great and as pure as the 
love we have for ourselves, Obedience to the law must 
be the result of this unbounded love. Nothing else 
will suffice. Mechanical obedience, the result of a sense 
of duty alone, or a feeling of hard necessity, will avail 
noth‘ng. The condition is not so much labor for se 
much life. It is notso much load-carrying for so much 
rest; go much suffering for so much glory; so much 
penance for so much pardon—but love unbounded for 
life eternal. 

The conditions are reasonable. God is the fountain 
of life. He is the author of life, God is love. Good- 
ness is the essence of his nature, the secret of his be- 
ing. Love and truth are alone eternal, permanent, 
abiding. All opposed to either must perish. We must 
love the fountain if we would partake of it and receive 
the life. Wedo not willingly partake of that we dis- 
like or hate, God’s love toward usis pure and free. It 
is not the result of any action on our part, nor is it the 
consequence of the action of any other. God loved us 
from the beginning. Nothing was necessary or re- 
quired to induce him to love us, or to bestow eternal 
life on us. Shedding of blood had no influence in pro- 
curing pardon. That, with its concomitant, eternal 
life, was held out to us to accept. Obrist’s: death was 
simply an assurance that his teachings were all true. 
Our love to God is the result of gratitude, We love 
him because he first loved us. We feel that God does 
love us, and that he sent his Son to die for us, to give 
us proof of his love, We know that God sent Christ 
asa propitiation,and we are propitiated thereby. What 
condition could more commend itself to our reason ? 
Certainly, none. 

The conditions are natural, They are in harmony 
with our nature. To love is human; to hate is inhu- 
man, To love those who love us isa necessity of our 
b3ing. To resist our feelings thus prompted is unnat- 
ural To resist the sentiment of love for others as it 
lodges in cur hearts, is to outrage manly or womanly 


feeling. It is to do violence to our nature, Theology _Gonter Tattonbare, N. Hy 


to resist. Love to man necessarily follows love to God. 
No man can love God and hate his neighbor. Love 
restrains wrong desire and prevents wrong action. 
Love begets pure desire and prompts to corresponding 
action. Love is manifested, like faith, by works. The 
results following its action are always manifest and 
good. Where love reigns, benevolence takes the place 
of selfishness. While selfishness, the result of absence 
of love to God and man, says “Get,” benevolence says 
“Give.” While selfishness says “Withhold,” love cries 
out “Bestow.” 

In the day of judgment this will be the test applied: 
Did he love God and man, and manifest it. by kindness,. 
or did he show want of love by selfishness? The stand- 
ard of judgment will not be opinion, nor belief, nor 
creed, nor diligent observance of ceremonial, nor self- 
styled orthodoxy, nor religious respectability, but did 
he give, did he sympathize, or was he selfish and un- 
sympathetic? Those who gave bread to the hungry, 
drink to the thirsty, clothes to the naked, and visited 
the sick, the forlorn, and the perseouted, will hear the 
Lord’s “Well done” and will have eternal life, while 
those who did not all these things will- hear the dread 
“Depart,” and will hear their selfishness . 
their loss declared, and their doom prono

NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

Portsmouth —Rey. Warten H. OCudworth, pastor of the 
Unitarian Church in East Boston, Massachuretts, dropped 
dead in the puipit of the Congregational Ohurch while at- 
tending a union Thanksgiving service, November 29:b. Mr. 
Cadworth had just stepped forward to the pulpit to offer 
Prayer. He had uttered but a few words when he came to 
an abrupt stop, and with the remark, “I must stop,” fell 
over on his side and immediately expired. His tuneral, 
which took place on Sunday, December 24, was the largest 
faneral of any clergyman ever beldin Boston. The follow- 
ing testimony from a Baptist clergyman of Boston is wor- 
thy of @ place in the colamns of this paper: ‘Mr. Oud- 
worth was an upright and an honest man. He wanted to 
dea! justiy and walx hambly in the eyesof God. When in 
the army, on pay days, he would visit the soldiers who 
Were spsnding their money in the saloons, or were en- 
gaged iu gambling, and would say to them, ‘Let me send 
your money home to your families,’ and they would hand 
their money over to him because they knew they could 
trust him better than they could themselves. No wonder 
the streets were lined with paople and soldiers to day dur 
ing the funeral services. He was always industrious, even 
azaboy. He was born poor, and, while he was at the in. 
stitation where he received his education, he played the 
organ and led the singing in church, that he might get 
money to pay his expenses. He died, perhaps, because he 
did not husband his atrength, and from this we ought to 
learn a leseon. He wata kind man. I never knew him to 
speak @ cross wurd in all the years I have known him. He 
always had a kind word for every one. What a demon- 
stration was there when,a few years ago, he started for 
Burope! Millionaires go to Burope, but no crowds attend 
their departure as was the case with him, and the meaning 
is that he was eo kind and gentle; and this too is a lesson 
for us. He was not unlike Job in his best days; for he too 
filled the widow's heart with joy. It isthe duty of every 
man to imitate the industry, the honesty, the large heart- 
edness of the deceased toward the poor. He always re 
joiced in the work we were doing here for the poor and 
lowly and for the esilors. He did not belong to that clas: 
of Unitarians who denied the inspiration of the Bible. He 
Belonged rather to the Channing and Hale class of thet 
body. His church ‘has been a great blessing to the poor 
children of that part of Boston where he lived. ‘Mark the 
perfect man and behold the upright, for the end of that 
man is peace.’ I could have said to those soldiers to-day: 
‘Tread lightly, comrades, he was a man.’”’......Rev, I. 8. 
Jones, pastor of the North Ohristian Church at Lubec, 
Maine, in reaponse to an invitation from Border Lodge, I. 
O. O. F., delivered an interesting lecture on Sunday even 
ing, November 18th. He took for his topic the principles 
upon which O.id-Fellowship is founded, He was listened 
to by a la:ge audience, including some forty members of 
the above named lodge......The scholars of the Christian 
Sunday-school at Manchester gave a concert Sunday even 
iog, December 2d, in City Hall for the benefit of the Tem 
Perance Reform Oluab of that city.

in IL. Oor. 15: 51-58, Bro. Warrener is evidently at great 
pains to “twist” away. 

But his arguments have utterly failed; and his illus- 
tration of the young men in the rural district of Ohio 
being soldiers “in a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye,” leayes one, after reading it three or four times, te 
inquire, “Where is the point?” If it is asserted that 
these men “shall all be changed” from citizens to sol- 
diers “in a moment, in the. twinkling of an eye,” any 
unbiased mind would receive the impression that the 
change would be simultaneous. 

“A moment,” etc., represents a very short time; but in 
it all are to undergo the “change.” Some will be asleep 
—dead—when that trump sounds; others will be alive 
¢nd remain—where? Will Bro. Warrener please an- 
swer? He thinks the trumpet sounds for every man 
when he dies. But Paul takes issue here where he de- 
clares that it would sound for some who “shall not sleep” 
but be alive. Moreover, at that time “all”—including 
both the quick and the dead—“shall be changed.” 

All this is to transpire “at the last trump.” We are 
not left to guess at this, nor are we bound to take the 
mere gay so of a man that it is ata man’sdeath. I. Thess, 
4 describes it as simultaneous with the descension of 
the Lord, with a shout, with the voice of the archangel. 
Rey. 11: 15-18 gives us a perfect understanding of “the 
last trump.” 

Seven trumpets were to sound. Six had alréady 
sounded. “And the seventh angel sounded; and there 
‘were great voices in heaven, saying, The kingdomsof this 
world are become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of bis 
Christ; and he shall reign forever and ‘ever. And the 
four and twenty elders, which sat before God on their 
seats, fell upon their faces and worshiped God, saying, 
We give thee thanks, O Lord God Almighty, which art, 
and wast, and art to come; because thou hast taken to 
thee thy great power, and hast reigned. And the na- 
tions were angry, and thy wrath is come, and the time 
of the dead, that they should be judged, and that thou 
shouldest give reward unto thy servants the prophet, 
and to the saints, and them that fear thy name, smal! 
and great; and shouldest destroy them that destroy the 
earth.” 

From this it is plain that the last trump is to sound 
when the “kingdoms of this world are become the king- 
doms of our Lord;” when “the time is come that the 
dead (not one dead man; the Greek is plural) shall be 
judged.” 

If “the trumpet sounds for all who die-when death 
calle them from the earth,” as Bro. Warrener claims, 
then the prophets must have long since been rewarded. 
But this passage teaches that at the sounding of the 
seventh—the last—trumpet, the time will be that God 
“should give reward to the prophets.” This is in har- 
mony with the passage in the gospels where Jesus ad- 
monished the Pharieee to call to his feast the poor. The 
promise was, “Thou shall be recompensed at the res 
urrection of the just.” The plural is here used as in 
the other case. 

Bee also Matt. 24: 81, where the sound of the trumpet 
is described as occurring when “the sign of the Son of 
man shall appear in the heavens,” when he “shall ap 
pear in the clouds of heaven with power and great 
glory,” and when “he shall send his angels to gather io- 
gether his elect from the four winds, from one end of 
heaven to the other.” 

In verses 58-55 Paul emphasizes the necessity of this 
change. “For this corruptible must put on incorruption, 
and this mortal must put on immortality. So when 
this corruptible shall have put on incorruption, and this 
mortal have put on immortality, then shall be 
brought to pass the saying that is written, Death is swal- 
Jowed upin victory. O death, where is thy sting? O grave, 
where is thy victory ?” 

‘Whatever is mortal must put on immortality. Is 
the body mortal? Then it must put on immortality. 


. Yes, the “it” (body) sown in corruption will be raised in 
incorruption. . 


Bro, Warrener thought to obviate the difficulty by 
trying to prove the soul mortal and corruptible. But 
his argument fails again. The argument remains the 
‘same whether the coul is mortal or immortal; for if the 
soul is mortal it still would form but a part of the mortal 


in man. The body, +00, is’ mortal, and “this mertal must 
pat on immortality.” 


these; but we wish to turn his artillery against him. 
Why did Paul geem so anxious that the “body” be pre- 
served blameless, as wellas the soul and spirit, if it is 
not to share with them the future reward of blameless- 
ness? In the second passage why is it declared that the 
body as well as the soul will be destroyed in hell, if the 
body (and he could have referred to nothing elee than 
the earthly body which he had just declared that men 
could kill) is not to be raised from the dead? How is 
the body going to be destroyed with the soul in hell if it 
is not resurrected ? 

Bro. Warrener, speaking of Paul’s language concern- 
ing that which is to “put on immortality,” says, “He 
evidently is still referring to the true, the natural (or 
psychical) body that he had already so frequently allud- 
ed to in previous verses.” 

I believe this; and I believe that that same natural, 
psychical, or animal-souled body will put on immortality. 
It isthe only “true” body Iknow anything of. I can see 
it, feel it, etc. 


CHRIST'S RESURRECTION AGAIN, 


Bro. Warrener says in his fourth article, “It is oft 
times urged that the body of Christ that was laid in the 
tomb was the one that appeared to his disciples 
Granted; but in Obrist’s case all this was necessary 
to prove the fact of the resurrection.” The italics are mine. 
True, Bro. Warrener, ard so we argue concerning the 
resurrection of the members of that great body of which 
Christ is the head; the resurrection of the part laid in 
the grave is “necessary;” and for the same reasons as in 
Christ’s case—“to prove the fact of the resurrection.” 
Nothing else ever will prove it. 

But thanks to God, it will be proved. God has prom- 
ised, and his word stands firm as adamant. In his own 
good time Christ will show himéelf the possessor of “the 
keys of hell and of death,” by unlocking the gloomy 
vauits of the tomb and setting us free from the grasp of 
the grave, 

As long as death holds dominion over our bodies so 
long has “the last enemy” not been destroyed; as long 
as the body slumbers in the grave so long will the words 
be unfulfilled, “All that are in their graves shall hear 
his voice and shall come forth;” so long will “our mor- 
tal bodies” not have been “quickened by his Spirit that 
dwelleth in us;” so long shall we be unable to exclaim, 
“Death is swallowed up in victory;” so long will be in 
appropriate the wonderful words of that triumphant 
apostrophe, “O death, where is thysting ? O grave, where 
is thy victory ?” 

This ends the argument on I. Cor. 15, and we are per- 
fectly willing for our arguments to be put into the cruci- 
ble of Bro. Warrener’s criticiem. 

His next argument is founded on II. Cor. 4: 16 


“Tnough our outward man perish, yet the inward 


man is renewed day by day.” And he would have us 
believe the inward man synonymous with the “it” of L 
Oor. 15. Bat— 


1. This is a bareassumption on the part of my brother. 
He says if it dces not mean so and #0, “it is difficult, to 
say the least, to know what he (Paul) can possibly 
mean.” Let us see what alternative there is for this 
exegesis which my brother thinks the only one possible. 
Does not the Bible teach something of “Obrist formed 
within, the hope of glory?” Then this must be the in- 
ward man, 

2. It involves contradiction and nonsense. Substitute 
some-of Bro. Warrener’s other definitions of the “it” for 
inward man, and nostrict scrutiny is necessary to make 
it utterly laughable. “The inward man is sown a natural 
body.” Again, “Though our outward man perish, 
the natura! [animal] body is renewed day by day.” Tuis 
is truly ludicrous! 

3. It makes the inward man “sown.” 

His next argument is founded on II..Oor. 5: 1-10; “For 
we know that if our earthly house of this tabernacle were | p 
dissolved, we have a buildingof God, a house not made 
with hands, eternal in the heavens,” etc. 

1, This is a much-disputed passege, many claiming 
that it has no reference to the resurrection whatever. 


Some think the tabernacle means our earthly dwelling: | 


place, and the “house not made with hands” the “Fa- 
ther’s house in which are many mansions,” of which 
Jesus spoke in John 14. 

&. Bat it may indeed be true that the house. from

heaven is the spiritual or resurrection body; but there 
is not tLe slightest intimation in the passage that Paul 
expected to be thus clothed at death. His earnest de- 
sire to be clothed with the heavenly tabernacle is not 
therefore an earnest desire todie (as Bro. Warrener’s 
theory would represent it), but an earnest desire for the 
redemption or resurrection’of the body. 

Take the foot-note in the revised version and this idea 
is very clearly brought out, “For indeed we that are in 
this tabernacle do groan, being burned, in that we would 
not be unclothed, but would be clothed upon, that what 
is mortal may be swallowed up of life.” 

Does not this plainly teach us that Paul was not 
groaning to be unclothed (as he doubtless considered 
death a state of nakedness), but that what he possers- 
ed that was mortal might be swallowed up of life? 

There is nothing in the eighth verse that conflicts with 
this exegesiz. For I believe we can be absent from the 
body and present with the Lord. The souls that John saw 
under the altar were absent from the body and pres- 
ent with the Lord; but we have no mention of their 
being embodied in their spiritual bodies as yet. Rev. 
6: 9-11, 

Allusion is had in this passage,to the separate existence 
of the soul from the body, which Bro, Warrener himeelf 
believes a possibility. 

I desire now to notice a few other passages which de- 
cidedly show that resurrection and judgment are in the 
future, even for those who have been dead for thousands 
of years, 

1. Matt. 12: 41, 42, “The men of Nineveh [they flour- 
ished chiliads ago] shall stand up [future tense] in the 
judgmen with this genqgation, and shall condemn it,” 
eto. “The queen of the south [she lived in the time of 
Solomon] shall rise up [when ?] in the judgment wit. 
this generation, and shal! condemn it.” 

2. Why did the Athenians s0 bitterly deride Paul’s 
doctrine if Bro. Warrener’s theory is correct? They 
believed that at death the soul would be forever emanci- 
pated from the earthly body, and would exist apart from 
it, Think you that Paul would have met with such 
sturdy opposition from them had he taught as Bro, War- 
rener teaches? His views would very nearly have coin- 
cided with theirs, I think they could have adopted him 
as the champion of their views. 

8, The prayer of Jesus and of Stephen was, “Receive 
my spirit,” not “Receive me, composed of spirit and 
body,” etc. Does not this prove that they regarded death 
as a disembodied state for the righteous ?

FACTS ABOUT ALASKA. 

The Rev. 8. Hall Young, Presbyterian missionary to 
the territory of Alaska, addressed the congregation of 
the Sixth Presbyterian Church, Osicago, Sunday fore- 
noon. He spoke with especial reference to the islands 
comprising south-eastern Alaska, the scene of his labor 
for the past five years. He eaid the field presented 
many hopeful and encouraging aspects for missionary 
work, and already much has been accomplished. He 
refuted the idea that Alaska was sterile and the climate 
eevere, and said that life there, instead of being a con- 
tinuous hard struggle for existence, was not only en- 
durable, but pleasant. The climate, he said, is about 
the same as in Scotland, the thermometer never going 
above 85 degrees in summer, nor falling more than 3 
degrees below zsro in winter. The population of that 
part of the ¢erritory in which he lived consisted of 
about 15,000 natives and 4,000 whites. The chief in- 
dustries are fishing, lumbering, and mining; while

The-waters abound with cod, herring, halibut, salmon, 

and other merchantable fish; large forests make the 

lumber interest an important.and growing one, while

The speaker eaid rather to apeak of the 
cir rep eo ie ig beauty and e-

Re pis a eetaireae they were a in 
theit habite; features, ctistoris; and re They 
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are unlike the Indians, but closely akin to the northern 
tribes of Japan. They live in well-built houses con- 
structed of hewn timber, presenting the anomaly of a 
barbarous nation possessing many of the elements of 
civiliz:tion. Instead of being jealous of the whites and 
resenting their coming, they invited and welcomed 
them. The great hope of the country was ‘in civil gov- 
ernment, which he trusted the next congress would 
grant. Reservations, agents, and agencies managed by 
the government were not desired, and would prove a 
Guree, for most of the fights with the Indians of the 
plains sought to be controlled in that way could be 
traced to encroachments on the part of the whites or 
bad faith on the part of the government. Alluding to 
the belief that all uncivilized people made slaves of 
their women, he said the native women were shown 
marked consideration, had a voice in the councils, and 
the work only of the household. 

The great work of the missionaries was in t:achirg 
them our language, for to Anglicise was to civilize, and 
to civilize was to Onristianize. The natives have no 
idols, but worship spirits and believe in witchcraft, and 
torture and death are frequent results of this belief. 
One superstitious outbreak, he said, would undo the 
work of months, and three had occurred during his 
atay there. One was bronght about by belief in witch- 
craft, one by the use of rum, and the other was a tribal 
war. In each many lives were sacrificed. The speaker 
concladed by saying that twenty-one missions and 
echools bad been establiaied. The native children are 
taught English and the use of tools, As scon as they 
learn Our languare they become tractable, and are early 
Obristianised. For the older ones, grounded in super- 
Btition, little could ba done except to hold them inp 
check.—Chijcago News.

EDUCATIONAL F UNI D. 

At the last session of the Uaion Caristian Conference 
the committee on educational interes's recommended 
that the conference establish an “educational fund” t 
be placed in the hands of the treasurer, and to be under 
the control of the executive committee; the purpose 
of the fund to be for the education of young men pre 
paring for the Caristian ministry 

This measure, like a!l advanced steps, had its oppo- 
sition, but fically carried ; and though there were bn 
—— dollara raised to start the fund, the report provid 
ed that each pastor take a collection once a year in 
each church with which he labored. And now we trust 
that our bretbren will not forget this,and that the 
churches will respond liberally. 

Bretbren, I think this one ci the most important 
stepstaken at conference. Look over the field, Ou: 
pioneer preachers have most all gone to their long 
home or are disabled for work, having passed through 
many hardsbips'as they, in their early life, traveled and 
preached Unrist. 

Now, these broken ranks must be filled; but where is 
the source of supply? Must it not be from our young 
men? But, brethren, you that bave money, place 
yourselves ag near as possible in the position of a young 
man with limited means and limited education, who 
feels a call to the gospel ministry ; do you not think that 
you would feel very grateful for any help that might 
come to aid you in securing a better education?

HERALD or GosrEL LipErty readers were informed 
of the grand charity conducted by the New York Trib- 
une last summer. They have made up the report of 
their season’s operations. 

A few statistics will give the reader some idea of this 
aoble charity. Free-will offerings came from 917 dif- 
ferent sources. Quite a portion was contributed by the 
children of well-to-do parents who frequently prepar- 
ed articles and established fairs to help swell the gifts. 
Sixteen thousand seven hundred and forty five dollars 
and eighty-seven cents were received ; 4,250 children 
vere cent to 161 different towns located in Vermont, 
Marsachusetts, Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, 
snd Pennsylvania, Read the testimony of one noble 
New Eogiand gentleman writing to the Tribune from 
St. Johnsbury, Vt. He says: 

“We entertained in our town and this vieinity more 
than 400 of those children. They came to us with 
warm, loving hearts, but pale, pitiful faces. They were 
ceceived into the homes of our people, and proved, in 
many caces, royal blessings. They left us with tears in 

heir eyes, bundies in their arms, and many a ‘God bless 
you’ ringing in their ears. We understand now as 
never before those wordagpritten centuries ago by the 
prophet—‘A little child ehall lead them.’ Blessed little 
ones! No wonder the German writer of old said he 
‘loved God, flowers, and little children,’ We took the 
little ones into our own homes for His, their own, and 
others’ sakes, Wiping their eyes has brushed aside the 
selfish sorrow of some hearts, while tears of tender pity 
nave melted the bitterness of other frozen hearts, May 
God blegs the children as they have blessed us, and let 
all the people say amen.

comtortable to themselves and more useful to othere— 
if they were emancipated from the narrowness of their 
system, which compels them to regard as being in the 
bondage of sin those whom they know, and everybody. 
else knows, to be as good and as faithful as themselves, 
If they do not 89 regard them it is because they are bet- 
ter than their system. 

Precisely the same thing is true of the doctrine of 
substitutional atonement, If that dogma is true at all 
then no one is a Obristian who does not believe it, for 
according to the very essential terms of the doctrine be- 
lief in it és the faith of the gospel and the only ground 
of salvation. If we believed either of those theories 
we should certainly not fellowship as a Christian any 
one who did nat so believe and practice. 

The H=ratp has claimed and still claims that any 
system of theology or any interpretation of Scripture 
that compels the rejection from the fellowship of the 
church any one the fruits of whose spirit show that he 
has been received of Ohrist, is necessarily a mistaken 
theory and a wrong interpretation. Now, if the d.c- 
trine of taptism for remission of sins is true at all, it 
follows that none are Caristians save those who are 60 
immersed, and the Disciples are consistent when they 
exclude from their church and communion all who do 
not conform to their creed. But they are not consist- 
ent when they recognise as Christians those -who are 
Outside of their church and have not conformed to 
their teaching! 

‘The phrase “so little in common” was of course lim- 
ited and explained by the scope of the proposition pro- 
posed for discussion and by the remarks following it, 
We confess to a genuine dislike of personal debate. 
We have avoided as far as possible anything of that 
kind. A few times it has seemed necessary to shake 
off some who have thought it a duty to attack us, and 
if any have been hurt by the fail it is their misfortune 
and not our fault, 

The Hzratp stands for harmony and fellowship 
among the ‘fo.lowers of Ohrist. It holds that as truth 
makes men free, so the truth is uttered only by him 
who is free, that truth and freedom are mutually pro- 
ductive of each other. If in anything thé Hzratp has 
said it seemed to be unjust or unkind, it has done ex- 
actly what it intended not to do. If in what it has 
tried to say it has been plain, or sometimes even a lit- 
tle severe, it has done jast what it set out to do. May 
God give us grace “that we may know how frail we 
are!”

JUSTIFICATION BY FAITH. 


Our conception of the truth contained in a proposi- 
tion is often much obscured by a vague or improper 
apprebension of the impor: of the words employed in 
the statement. Nor can we always find relief from this 
trouble by an appeal to the lexicon, whether it be En- 
glish or Greek. Words are-not made as bricks are made, 
cast of clay and burned to stone, each just two inches 
thick, four inches wide, and eight inches long, and 
every brick a brick, and no more, They possess many 
of the properties of matter besides that of form. They 
are elastic, malleable, and duc.ile; they expand with 
heat, and contract with cold, In the understanding ol 
scripture it is necessary to know not only the derivation 
of the words employed in the passage, but to understand 
also the use that is made of each word in that particular 
connection. 

Paul bas said that “by the deeds of the law shall no 
flesh be justified ;” and again, in the same chapter, he 
says that “a man is jastified by faith without the deeds 
of the law.” 

These are broad and startling statements, snd if taken 
out of all connection with the line of the argument ia 
which they occur, and without reference to the modifi- 
cation of the terms employed in other parts of his let- 
ter, they would, ix all probability, lead to conclusions 
directly opposed to the doctrines taught. What are we 
to understand by the phrase “deeds of the law” as here 
used? What are we to understand by the word “faith” 
as here used? And what did the apostle mean by “be- 
ing justified ?” 

It is quite obvious that by the word “law,” and the 
phrase “deeds of law” (for the article “the” should be 
omitted), he meant one and the sarge thing, for the two 
forme of expression are used interchangeably through- 


SOME QUESTIONS TO THE HERALD, 

On the third page of this paper “one of the lambs of 
the fold” propounds certain questions to the HzeraLp 
which we will try to answer as gently as we know how, 
always remembering that scripture (?) which sayeth, 
“He tempereth the breeze to the shorn lamb.” 

It is but just to admit that the Hrraxp of late has 
not shown great ability in “prophesying smooth things.” 
Neither did it display remarkable talent for “sweetness” 
in its youth. It had something to say ther,and some 
thing that needed to be said, and it bad fallen into the 
notion that “God was against those prophets that 
smoothed their tongues,” even though the people “did 
say, Prophesy unto us smooth things.” If our corre» 
spondent found that a portion of it was bitter in his 
mouth, we venture to suggest that if he had swallowed 
it be would have found it the reverse of the little book 
in the Apocalypse—"sweet in the stomach.” 

It would be agreeable indeed to say sweet things and 
smooth things at all times; but, then, howcanwe? We 
confess that we hate cant and hypocrisy,and how can we 
say smooth things when we do not mean that way? Or 
does that make no difference ? 

The HzRaLp came into existence as the herald of 
gospel liberty and the advocate of the God-given rights 
of the iadividual soul; and whenever these are assailed, 
even though it be done in the name of “orthodoxy” or 
of “apostolic teaching,” the HERALD must speak out. 
Toe Herp holds no feelings of unkindness toward 


out, Some have supposed that by these terms the. 
spostl: meant to refer to the ceremonies of the law of 
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ory. He does not say the law, but “by the deeds of law 
aball no flesh be justified,” and in this be doubtless in- 
tended to include all law—all legal, formal, external 
cbedience to authority, Whether it be ceremonial law, 
which constrains men by customs, as circumcision, sac- 
rifice, baptism, etc., or whether it be by moral law, which 
guides men by rules, maxims, as “Thou shalt not 
bear false witness,” etc., he means to say that a man can 
not make out a claim to salvation by obeying the cus 
tom and following the rule, There must be another 
fact in bis experience back of all that, and that fact is 
#0 all inclusive that it supersedes the very existence of 
the custom and the rule, the ceremony and the maxim, 
so that the man is no longer compelled by the restraint 
from without, but impelled by the power from within. 

We have seen that by the phrase, “Deeds of the law,” 
the apostle means to include all formal, legal, external 
compliance with the requirements of authority. Now, 
what of the other two words, faith and justified ? 

Of course it would not be possible to give an elabo- 
rate definition of faith within the limits of this article; 
and if our limits were unbounded, it is quite possible 
that the more we forced this word into the limits of a 
formulated definition, the further we would get away 
from its true import. But if we shall be able to look at 
it from this side and from that, and then all around it, 
it will be found to be neither a rigid dogma nor a 
shifting vagary, but a living, glowing, all-embracing 
trath. [tis obvious that the word /aith as used in the 
letter to the Romans, and also in the letter to the Gala 
tians, is in contrast with the word Jaw, or “deeds of the 
law,” as above described. As the law stands for the 
formal and external, so faith stands for the real and in- 
teraal, Hence, no man can be justified by the formal 
and external, but he is justified by the real and internal 
—the external being only incidental thereto. From 
this it will be seen that faith includes believing, loving, 
trusting, and clinging to the person and spirit of the 
Lord Jesus Christ with all the powers and passions of 
the mind and soul ; it is opening unto Him that stand- 
eth at the door knocking; it is inviting Him in and 
supping with Him from the coup of salvation; it is 
enthroning Him as the King of the affections, the right. 
ful Sovereign of the will, and the only true inspiration 
of duty. Tnis is the faith or commitment that justifies 
or that puts into right relations with God. “I in them 
and thou in me, that they may be made perfect in 
one.” 

The word justi/y, or justification, bas been, like the 
words faith and law, rendered lesn and juiceless by the 
limitations of too much definition. It means much more 
than mere “acquittal,” and infinitely more than the 
accounting of righteousness to the sinner on the 
ground of a judicial fiction, It is not the legal merits 
or supererogation of one person transferred to another 
who is undeserving, on the ground of his believ- 
fog in the possibility of such a transfer. On the con- 
trary, it is coming into right relations with God; and 
that action is from the haman rather than the divine 
side. The word justification occurs but three times in 
the New Tes'ament, and then it is used ag an equiva 
lent for righteousness. It ie faith-righteousness, or righ’ 
relations with God through faith within the meaning 
and ecope of that word hinted a: berein. 

Salvation ig the gift of God ; it is of the free, unmerited 
grace of God, bestowed without price or eq 1ivalent 
We do not earn it by the formal obsying of the law, 
nor does any one elze earn it for us. If either of these 
was 0, then it woud 6e of debt, and not of grace, as 
the apostle has eaid, Jesus doubtless best understood 
his own gospel, and most clearly expressed ite great 
truths, Ia the Sermon on the Mount he pronounced 
as blessed them that “hunger and thirst after righteous 
ness, fof they shall be filled.” Now, that hungering and 
thirsting, as here vsed, has in it the eame elements cf 
gdul experience that are found in the word faith as 
used by Paul, and the being “filled” deseribes the same 


epiritual state that Paul desoribes by the word justifica- 
then. ;

The major 
ity of the ministers who have planted the Christian 
cau:e in Kansas are men past the middle of life; their 
work will seon be over. Oa whose shoulders shall the 
mantle fall? If we can es‘ablish a school with an at- 
tendance of fifty to a hundred young men, the Lord 
will call some of that number to work in his vineyard:

Evacuation day, which one hundred years ago raw 
the last boat load of Brit'sh red-coats leave our shores, 
was celebrated with great enthusiasm in New Yori 
Monday, November 26:h. The elements were ver; 
unpropitious. About the time the great procession 
was ready to move @ rain-storm began. At that hen 
hundreds of thousands of people were packed on Broad- 
way and in al the streets through which the 40,000 in 
line were to paes, The spectators and those who 
marched bravely endured the pitiless rain—some with 
grim humor, others were really jolly. For instance, at 
a point in Broadway near the show-window from which 
I watched the procession the band played the air, 
“Home, sweet home,” which was instantly followed by 
another air, “We won’t go home till morning.” 

At the head of the procession, after the grand 
marshal and his aids, came the President of the United 
States and members of his cabinet; then nine govern- 
ors and their stefts—all the six New Eogland govern: 
ors, Governor Cleveland of our state,and the chief 
magistrates of New Jersey and Maryland ; then follow- 
ed the military. The post of honor was given the 
mounted eavalry from Philadelphia, called the “Light 





Horse”—an organization that dates beck to Valley 
Forge in the days cf the R-volution. Several other 
visiting regiments from neighboring states were in 
line, The marching was excellent, notwithstanding 
the streets were in an unfavorable condition—slippery 
from the effects of the rain and mud. 

There were quite a number of interesting features 
in the procession. The one most prominent was 
Washington’s coach, with its two footmen in costume 
standing on the small platform on the rear—just as the 
President’s servants used todo in hisday. The coach 
was drawn by six splendid black horses. The whole 
equipage was the one object of great admiration. ; 

The leading event of the day was the unveiling of a 
beautiful bronze statue of Washington on a large gran- 
ite pedestal, placed in the center of the sub-treasury 
ouilding in Wall Street, on or very near the spot where 
our first President took the oath of office, administered 
by Chancellor Livingston, who immediately proclaimed 
to the multitude of 1789, “It is done! Long live George 
Washington, president of the United States.” The 

statue is large, and weighs 6500 pounds. Directly in 
front of it,and occupying a part of the granite pedestal, 
there is a stone about ten feet by six. “On this stone,” 
it is written, “George Washington stood when he took 
the oath of office in April, 1789” The ceremony of 
anveiling was performed by Governor Cleveland and 
he artist, Mr. Ward, who did the work. The gift to 
tne mation by our patriotic merchants was received in 
4 few well-chosen remarks by President Arthur. It 
sost over $32,000. 

The great procession marched to the Bowling Green, 
near which the Brit:sh left our shores Intending to 
do so with their flags flying, they had slushed the flag- 
staff. The patriots at first made fruitless efforts to tear 
down the English colors, until a young sailor—Joha 
Van Aradale—with a hammer and spikes, made for 
nimself a ladder up tothe top of the pole, when he 
ssnt dowa King George’s flag, and raised the s’ara 
and stripes, amidst the cheers of his grateful country- 
men, who gathered from the bystanders a collection in 
a bat, which was tendered to him when bis work was 
finished. He said, “What is this for?” “For the service 
you have just rendered,” was the reply. “I ill not re- 
ceive it. I should be ashamed of myself if I could not 
do that much for my couatry without being paid for it” 
Taat yourg sailor,in after life, received a reward for 
is patriotiam in an office of wood inspector, whieh he 
neid as long ashe lived. I was very well acquainted 

with his son, who died a few weeks ago at an agvanced 

age. David Van Aradale was held by bis feilow-cit:zene 
no high esteem, not only for his own virtue: hut be- 
sause he was the son of a man who pe: formed a patri-

The world’s thovgit of Christ has varied with every 
age since his advent. One extreme of thought has been 
that Obrist was rightfully termed the second person in 
the trinity of essences that, together taken, formulated 
man’s best conception of God—termed Father, Son, 
and Spirit.

Now, between these two extremes of early and mod- 
ero thought—the one canonized by the church as “very 
God and very man,” and the other canonized by skep 
ticism as neither God nor man, only “a pure and enthu.- 
siastic preacher”—we may hope to find the trath as to 
Obrist’s nature and character. To assume that Corist 
was God is to dispute his own word, where he teaches 
“Why cal'est thou me good? for there is none good, 
save One; that is,God.” ‘I proceeded forth and came 
from God; neither camel of myself, but the Father 
sent me.” To pronounce him a man only—how are 
we to account for his unparalleled wisdom, bis unim 
peachable character, bis unequaled influence? These 
are not tae possible fruits of development, else other 
men would attain unto them, surrounded as they now 
are by every possible moral advantage, 

Christ was God’s idea of himself—only this, and 
nothing less or more. The manifestation of that ides 
was a miracle. Christ as a miracle was not unnatural— 
only extra natural or super natural; not out of nature 
and contrary to it, but above nature and yet in har- 
mony. wih natural laws. “Ab,” says the skeptio, “I 
don’t believe in a miracle—even in the possibility of 
one.” Well, you must, i! you believe in God ; for :f it 
be granted tnat there is a Ged, the possibility of miracle: 
follows as certain as night does the day. To limit God 
would be to annihilate bim. 

Admi ting the bistoric fact, Jeens lived his grand life; 
admitting the truth, his teaching is unequaled in purity 
and simplicity; conceding the fact that his influence, 
or spirit, is molding our world into an improvement 
every day—about.the truest thing we can say of him is 
that he was and is God’s idea of himeelf, such as all men 
may grasp and comprehend if they will do his will.

What is the Wire-worm? 


The term wire-worm properly belongs 
to the long, slender, and uncommonly 
hard lars of the Hiatere—the spring or 
click: beetles. These, when placed cn 
their backs, suddenly spring several 
inches into the air with a clicking sound. 
The largest of these beetles ( Kiator ocula 
tus) is about two inches in Jength, and 
has two large, round spots upon the up- 
per side of the boay whiob are often 
mistaken foreyes. Ics surface is covered 
with a whitish powder, I: is fr<quently 
fuund on the tranks and branches of old 
apple-trees during June and July, and 
from its larger size, peculiar “eye spots,” 
and etrange manner of epringing, it is 
olten sent us for aname. The lary is 
about two and a half inches long, bas | 
very strovg jaws, and burrows in the de- | 
caying wood of old apple trees. There 
sre eeveral other smaller species of spring 
beetles, some of them conspicuous only 
by their injury to cultivated plante. 
Those wire-worms which live in the soil 
and feed upon young roots and stems are 
the most destructive, So far as their bis- 
tory is kaown they live from tbree to 
four years. Their injury to the potato, 
though no greater than to some other 
crops, is often ruinous, Iadian corn and | 
the grasses sometimes suffer greatly. | p 
It is not easily reached with any pvison, 
and the leading remedy is frequent plow- 
ing. Wire-worms sre geversliy con- 
founded with the cut-worme, and in de- | 
structiveness may be considered the same 
Toe matare etate of a cut-worm being a:

“click” or sprivg beetles. Another group 
of worms is often spoken of as cut- | 
worms, but the members are myriapoos, | 
with many ring-like divisions to the loug | 
bodies, each cf which is provided with 
two pairs of legs, These, sometimes call- 
ed the thousard legged worms, are cf a 
dark brown color, and when disturbed 
cuilin a ring.
